A narrow-gauge 
railway runs from the Closani forest along the western edge of the field. * 

2. A Rumanian Air *orce unit with about 20 ??e~109 Cs was stationed at the field 
on 2 J 4 Februaiy 1950. Flanes of the Tars Airlines made intermediate landings 
there .

and 2. The new airfield northeast of Turnu-Sevorin was known in I 9 J 4 C as an 
improvised field. The field is exactly northeast of Turnu-Severin, west of 
the To polnita Brook and southwest of the Village of Dudasu. 

I Goment. It is believed improbable that the field is permanently 
occupied by a Rumanian fighter unit. However, it is possible that one of 
the three Rumanian fighter regiments, equipped with ^e-109 G6s, was temporari- 
ly stationod at the field.
